When it became absolutely certain 
early today that Mr. Taft would be 
nominated without great difficulty, the

All others dropped from the race, and 
Mr. Sherman was the only candidate 
regularly placed before the conven- 
tion. A motion from New Hampshire 
to make the nomination by acclamation 
was deciared out of order. There were 
many scattering votes on the roll call. 

The convention, amid much confu- 
sion, adjourned sine die. 

At no time was there any indication 
of a walkout of Roosevelt delegates. 
They expressed thetr revolt by silence. 

In the confusion just before adjourn- 
ment a resolution was adopted giving 
the national committee power to de- 
clare vacant the seat of any man on 
the committee refusing to support the 
nominees of the regular convention of 
1912. 

Sherman's vote was 597. 

Revelt Was Open. 

The revolt of many Roosevelt del- 
egates in the convention was open 
from the moment the permanent roll 
containing the names of contested del- 
egates was approved. “*Valedictory”’ 
statement was read in behalf of Colo- 
nel Roosevelt, asking that his name be 
not presented, and that his delegates 
sit in mute protest against all further 
proceedings. 

A great majority of the Roosevelt 
delegates in the Illinois, and al) in 
the Missouri and Idaho delegations, 
declined to follow this advice, but 
Colonel Roosevelt’s sway over the del- 
egations from California, Kansas, 
Maine, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, South Dakota and 
West Virginia was all but absolute. 

Most of the delegates from these 
states announced ther purpose of help- 
ing to give Mr. Roosevelt an inde- 
pendent nomination.

Dr. Joseph A. Capps and Dr, Joseph & 
Miller, of Chicago, and is reperted at 
length in a recent number of The 
journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. Similar epidemics appeared 
last winter in Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and other cities. The epi- 
demic in Chicago was noted for its 
widespread distribution and severity. 
The greatest number of cases appear- 
ed between Christmas and New tears, 
but a few cases developed during Jan- 
vary and February. In sOme cases, 
the infection was mistaken for dipn- 
theria, but a microscopic examination 
showed it to be caused by an entirely 
different germ. Careful study of the 
cases reported, of their location and 
of the source of the milk used by the 
families in which the disease occurred, 
have shown beyond question that most 
of the victims of the infection were 
using milk from the same dairy. 
There are about 2,700 licensed milk 
wagons in Chicago,,of which this dairy 
controls about 100, or 4 per cent. wf 
the households suffering from this in- 
fection, 51 per cent secured their milk 
from this dairy, as contrasted with 7.2 
per cent using milk from other 
sources, while the number of persons 
using milk from this dairy who were 
taken sitk in proportion to those using 
milk from any other dairy was about 
fourteen to one. Out of a total of 623 
eases investigated, 87 per cent were 
found to be users of milk from a sin- 
gie dairy. It is estimated that there 
were about 10,000 persons affected in 
Chicago. Investigation of the source 
of milk supply for the dairy in ques- 
tion showed that the country region 
from which this dairy drew its milk 
had been suffering from an epidemic of 
sore throat among the farmers and 
of inflammation of the udders of the 
cows. The article is a lengthy one, 
containing charts, statistics and com- 
plete tabulations regarding the epi- 
demic. The remedy proposed is more 
careful inspection of cows and milk- 
ers, and efficient pasteurization vf 
milk before distribution to customers,

Silent. Down the list silence followed 
the calling each state until Ohio was 
reached, A cheer greeted the state, 
and Warren G, Harding arose to place 
President Taft in nomination. Then 
it was discovered that Iowa had for- 
gotten to nominate Cummins. * and 
Root ordered that the state be called 
again. Silence grected the second-call, 
for the Iowans had decided not to 
nominate Cummins, but vote for 
him. 

Then Ohio was 
Harding took the 
by scattered cheers, to nominate Taft. 

When New York was called there 
had been a murmur of disappointment, 
for William A. Prendergast sat still 
in his seat, although he had been ex- 
pected to nominate Roosevelt. 

Frequently during his speech Hard- 
ing was interrupted by applause and 
cheers. 

When finally he reached the name, 
“William Howard Taft,” floor and gal- 
leries burst into life. Hats and hand- 
kerchiefs were swung in the air and 
a steady roll of cheering swept through 
the hall. In the galleries women, as 
well as men, joined in the demonstra- 
tion, which redoubled in vigor when 
Harding stepped to the front of the 
platform and tried to quiet it. 

The Crowd Cut Loose. 

It soon became evident that Mr. 
Harding had accidentally precipitated 
the nominating demonstration, for he 
still kept the platform and tried to 
make himself heard. He had not 
j'aced Mr. Taft in nomination, but the 
crowd thought so, and turned loose. 

Through the tumult California, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and the Roose- 
velt states sat silent. 

Suddenly from sqmewhere came a 
flaming red banner bearing a picture 
of the president. The demonstration 
was renewed. One Illinois delegate 
stripped off his coat to have something 
to wave. 

Some of the delegations started 
marching, and then began the scene 
that always accompanies the culminat- 
ing point of a national convention. 

The bearer of the Taft banner 
climbed up on the stage, tearing away 
the railing as his comrades hoisted 
him up, and led cheers for the presi- 
dent. 

An aged. woman took the platform 
and insisted on leading a cheer. She 
herself was cheered. She said her 
name was Mrs. Gardner, of Philade}l- 
phia. 

After the Taft adherents had yelled 
themselves hoarse for sixteen minutes, 
order was restored. 

Mr. Harding then proceeded with 
his speech. His sallies at Colonel 
Roosevelt were loudly cheered by the 
Taft people, but there were groans 
and boos from the Roosevelt men. 

Delegates in a Fight. 

During a demonstration of groans 
that followed Harding's tribute to 
Taft “as the greatest progressive of 
his time,” there was a fisticuff be- 
tween two delegates where Maine, 
Oregon, North Dakota and Florida 
mingled. A score of policemen rushed 
to the .scene, and for some minutes

‘OF REPUBLICANS AND DEMOCRATS, 
_ ARE RECALLED BY CLARK HOWELL 


(From The New York Sun.) 

“You wish to hear of dramatic epi- 
sodes in national] conventions that I 
have attended? Why, when there are 
Several candidates for the nomination, 
and the contest is in doubt, with dark 
horses being groomed for entrance, a 
national convention is one long drama 
from the moment it is called to order 
until the ballot which spells victory 
Or defeat is announced.” 

The speaker was Clark Howell, ed- 
itor of The Atlanta Constitution, who 
has represented Georgia for twenty 
years on the democratic national com- 
mittee, and who was recently re-elect- 
ed for another four years. Mr. Howell

“T shall never forget the republican 
convention of 1888,” said Mr. Howell, 
“for there I first heard a band play 
‘Marching Through Georgia,’ saw 
Frederick Douglas restore peace in 
the convention, after Bob’ Ingersoll! 
had almost broken it up and heard 
William McKinley refuse the nomina- 
tion, which he might have had, and 
which came to him eight years later. I 
saw these momentous happenings from 
a box which I occupied with the late 
General Fred PD. Grant and Mrs. Grant. 

“I was attending the convention for 
The constitution, and had a seat at 
on4 extreme of the space allotted to 
mewspaper correspondents. My seat 
was right agaiftet the box in which 
General and Mrs. Grant were seated, 
and I was very much crowded. Grant, 
who was not a general then, and whom 
Idid not know, leaned from his box, 
tapped me on the shoulder and said: 

“*You are uncomfortable where you 
are: there is plenty of room in this 
box, come in and make yourself at 
home.’ 

With CT. 

“T gladly accepted and on 
the box learned that I owed my escape 
from an uncomfortable position to the 
son of the great union general. 

“Soon after I entereq the Grant 
box a band. somewhere in the audi- 
torium, began to play an air which 
struck me as being very stirring but 
which I did not recognize. Almost as 
soon as the band struck up, the §hou- 
sands of people in the great hall rose 
to their feet and began to sing words 
to the air. I don’t think I have ever 
been more impressed by the fervor 
exhibited by a lot of singers. The 
band continued to blare the stirring 
notes of thé air and the thousands in 
the auditorium continued to sing, many 
marching as they sanz. I was deeply 
impressed, and, turning to Grant, | 
asked, ‘What is that they ar:

That was twenty-three 
years after the war and yet I had 
never heard an air so historically as- 
sociated with my state because of the 
bitterness that followed Sherman's fa- 
mous march. That bitterness all 
passed now and ‘Marching Throu:zhi 
Georgia’ is frequently heard as pa- 
rades pass through the streets of At- 
lanta. Twenty-five years ago the air 
would have almost provoked a riot 
In any southern city.

“The episode in which 
and Fred Douglas figured 
republican convention was most strik- 
ing. There had come a 1ul] in the 
work of the convention—one of those 
periods when there is a long and tire- 
some wait for the report of some 
committee. The delegates and the 
@pectators were growing restless and 
to keep the crowd in order it was 
suggested that famous republican ora- 
tors be called on for brief addresses. 
It was agreed that the orators should 
deal only in generalities and should 
avoid any reference to the names of 
the candidates who were before the 
convention. 

Crowd Cries fur Ingersoll. 

“With this understanding orator 
after orator ascended the platform 
and each avoided any personal ref- 
erence. Finally the crowd began to 
cry for Ingersoll, who was a member 
of the Illinois delegation. Ingersoll 
went to the platform and with his 
magnificent voice and eloquent ges- 
tures began to recount the virtues and 
achievements of the republican party. 
After a striking eulogy of the party 
which, by its very eloquence, stilled 
the great cmwd to rapt attention, 
Ingersoll hurled a tremendous climax 
which in substance contained the idea 
that all the party virtues which he 
had enumerated were exemplified in 
the ‘plumed Knight from Maine.’ 

“Blaine was a receptive candidate 
before that convention, and this ref- 
erence to him by Ingersoll, in viola- 
tion of the agreement, caused a storm 
of mingled cheers and hisses, I have 
always thought that Ingersoll did not 
intentionally violate the agreement. I 
think he was carried away during his 
address, and that he let the eulogy on 
Blaine escave his lips without realiz- 
ing What a bomb he was hurling into 
the convention. 

“The friends cf Sherman, 
Harrison, Grestam and other candi- 
dates were flamingly indignant. 
The uproar in the great hall  be- 
came cyclonic. There were threats 
against Ingersoll and the leaders of 
many state delegations seized their 
stanchions and started to leave. In- 
gersoll stood on the platform vainly 
trying to make himself heard. 

“When the uproar was at its 
height a little man, clothed in black, 
came from the rear of the stage to 
the front. The little figure was not 
only clothed in black, but his face was 
black. Almost the only thing white 
about the figure was a great mass of 
snow-white hair which surmounted his

“The situation had become tense. 
The friends of the avowed candidates 
were alarmed, and a sort of repressed 
whisper, ‘Look out for McKinley,’ ran 
through the vast reaches of the audi- 
torlum. The galleries took it up. Phe 
convention was in the grip of a Mc- 
Kinley fever. A stampede seemed itm- 
minent, and it looked like one more 
ballot would give the nomination to 
the man who was there to do his best 
to secure the nomination for John 
Sherman. 

MeKinley’s Sacrifice. 

“McKinley was seated in the middle 
the head of the Ohio dele- 
gation. Every eye was on him, and 
he sensed the 
arisen. McKinley rose from his seat, 
climbed onto a chair, and ralsed his 
hand for silence, which came at once. 

““‘Mr. Chairman,’ he cried ina shrill 
space-penetrating voice. 

“Then, with his face ag white as a 
sheet and a perceptible trembling of 
his body, he paused, and the vast au- 
diénce held tts bréath in expectancy. 

““Mr. Chairman,’ again cried Mc- 
Kinley, and his voice had lost some 
of its shrillness and become resonant 
and far-sounding. 

' “‘Mr. Chairman!’ he repeated, and 
the pallor of his face deepened. ‘The 
republicans of Ohio have sent me here 
as their trustee to work for the nom- 
ination of John Sherman. Rather than 
have any man. say that I betrayed 
my trust and by act of mine pre- 
vented Sherman's nomination I would 
prefer to be taken back to Ohio feet 
foremost with unspotted credentials.’ 

“The thousands who heard those 
words of abnegation were stilled into 
wonder for a few moments, and then 
broke into a tumult of applause for 
the loyalty of Mc Kinley. The re- 
markable feature was McKinley's won- 
derful sincerity. It so impressed the 
convention that on the next ballot he 
did not get a vote. Eight years later 
McKinley had his reward at St. Louis 
when the nomination came to him 
without suspicion that he had proven 
false to any trust.” 

The democratic conventions of 1892, 
1896 and 1904 were all marked by 
dramatic episodes, according to Mr.

Cockran Episode. 

“The Cockran episode came 
after midnight and just before the 
ballot was taken. The convention had 
been in session twenty hours, being 
held by the Cleveland followers, who 
were determined to force a ballot be- 
fore adjournment, as they feared de- 
lay would weaken Cleveland. The 
anti-Cleveland people were sore, and 
especially the New York delegates, as 
they had been rather roughly handled 
during the long session of the conven- 
tion because of their implacable op- 
position to Cleveland. It was in re- 
ferring to the New York opponents 
of Cleveland that General Bragg gav2 
currency to the phrase, ‘We love. him 
for the enemies he has made.’ That 
phrase became a slogan for the Cleve- 
land people, but it did not set well 
with the New York delegates. 

“About midnight, or a little after, 
New York was called, and Bourke 
Cockran rose to register the solemn 
protest of the democrats of that state 
against the nomination of Cleveland. 
It began raining heavily as Cockran 
rose to speak, and the Coliseum was 
not ‘built for wet weather. The rain 
came through the illy-constructed roof 
in streams, and hundreds of people in 
the Coliseum had umbrellas raises 
while Cockran was speaking. 

“CocKran was facing an audience 
largely hostile, and he knew it. But 
he made no attempt to placate it. 
Tossing his head with its black mop 
of hair, he literally roared defiante at 
his hostile hearers, and, as if gifted 
with second sight, foretold the ruin 
that would overtake the democratic 
party as a result of the nomination of 
Cleveland. Cockran predicted that if 
Cleveland were nominated and elected 
the-party would be disrupted at the 
end of his term, And this prediction 
proved literally true. 

“*Cleveland cares nothing for organ- 
ization,’ cried Cockran, ‘and if he goes 
to the white house for another four 
years, at the end of that period there 
will be no organized democracy.’ 

“The crowd was ready to how! down 
Cockran when he began speaking, but 
he gained the mastery over hig hearers 
by his tremendous force, and they lis- 
tened in sullen silence. For over an 
hour, with rain dashing in sheets 
through the roof of the Coliseum on 
Cockran and his hearers, the New 
Yorker poured forth a philippic 
against Cleveland, concluding with the 
famous sentence: 

“‘*You talk of his popularity. Yes, I 
admit that he is popular in a way. He 
is popular every day im the year ex- 
cept on election day in November.’ 

“When Cockran concluded so moved 
were his hearers by the spell of his 
masterfu] oratory that they gave him 
an ovation. Some thought Cockran 
had stemmed the Cleveland tide by 
his speech. But it proved to be Mke 
water on a duck’s back, for the con- 
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nated Cleveland on the first baliot. 
Cockran was a true prophet, however, 
as to the effect of Cleveland's elec- 
tion. Four years later the democratic 
party was disrupted. : 


“The democratic convention of 1896, 
also held in Chicago, was fruitful of 
dramatic episodes. The second Cleve- 
land administration was drawing to a 
discredited close when the 1896 con- 
vention met. The opponents of Cleve- 
land and the friends of free silver were 
in control, It was a crusading lot of 
democrats which gathered in Chicago 
that year to nominate a president and 
to sail the democratic ship into un- 
known seas. 

Foresight of Lewis. 

“Several men were candidates for 
the nomination, among them ‘Silver’ 
Dick Bland and ‘Horizontal Bill’ Mor- 
rison. The man who g0t the nomina- 
tion had never been thought of in 
that connection save by himself and 
one member of the Georgia delega- 
tion. The man who thought he would 
be nominated and who was nominated 
was, of course, William Jennings 
The member of the Georgia 
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been attracted by some speeches Bryan 
had made while in congress, 

“Bryan was not even a delegate 
when he reached Chicago. He came 
48 a member of a contesting delega- 
tion. J. Sterling Morton, who was in 
Cleveland’s cabinet, controlled the ma- 
chinery in Nebraska and he had sent 
an anti-stlver delegation to Chicago, 
Bryan came with a delegation to fight 
the admission of the Marton § fac- 
tion. I was a member of the sub-com- 
mittee of the national committee 
Which passed on this contest and re- 
ported in favor of Bryan and his 
friends and they were seated. That 
report fave Bryan an opportunity to 
Set into the convention and make that 
‘Cross-of-Gold’ speech which made 
him the nominee. It is curious to 
speculate as to what would have been 
the history of Bryan and the demo- 
cratic party if our report had been in 
favor of the J. Sterling Morton fac- 
tion. 

“Bryan, once seated in the conven- 
tion, watched for hig opportunity, and 
when it came unloosed that crown-of- 
thorns and cross-of-gold oration, 
which not only gave him the nomina- 
tion for the presidency, but shaped 
the course of the democracy through 
many campaigns. 

Bryan’s Speech. 

“Bryan's speech was a great ora- 
torical effort and it spell-bound the 
convention. Hal Lewis, of Georgia, 
however, was the man who turned 
that speech into practical benefit for 
Bryan. When the Georgia delegation 
got together, after Bryan’s speech,

He was 
a fine speaker with a: magnificent 
voice, but he spoke only on the rarest 
occasions, When he did speak, how- 
ever, he was like a volcano in erup- 
tion, and he was certainly volcanic 
when he presented the name of Bryan 
to the convention. His speech was 
second only to the cross-of-gold ef- 
fort of Bryan and long before Lewis 
ceased to speak the nomination of 
Bryan was a foregone conclusion. 


— 


“The curious thing about. the 1896 
convention was that the result, so 
far as Bryan was concerned, was no 
surprise. Bryan came to the conven- 
tion believing he would be the nom- 
inee and had everything arranged to 
that end. Mr. Bryan himself is au- 
thority for this statement. 

“I was very close to Mr. Bryan in 
those days and remained close to him 
long afterwards. After the conven- 
tion I had a conversation with Bryan 
in the old Clifton hotel in Chicago, 
and I asked him if he were not sur- 
prised when the convention turned to 
him. 

“*Not a bit,’ said Bryan. ‘I came 
to Chicago expecting to capture the 
convention by a speech and be nomi- 
nated. It has worked out just as lI 
thought it would.’ 

“I then asked Bryan

“The St. Louis convention of 1904, at 
which Judge Alton Parkey was nomi- 
nated, was also the scene of a dramat- 
ic episode which the convention did 
not enjoy. Judge Parker’s nomination 
was assured, and the only question 
was the platform. After hours of la- 
bor the platform was reported and 
adopted, and the convention was bal- 
loting on the candidates when a tele- 
gram came from Judge Parker object- 
ing to the financial plank and demand- 
ing certain changes so that there 
should be no suspicion of free silver. 
That message fell like a wet blanket 
on the convention, and there were 
hundreds of mad democrats under that 
blanket. Blue-eyed Billy Sheehan and 
other members of the New York del- 
egation, however, straightened things 
out, the financial plank was changed 
and Parker was nominated. If the 
delegates had not been so tired when 
Parker's message came, and if it had 
hot been so late at night, it is proba-

George L. Moreland, perhaps the | 
hest known baseball statistician in the 
country, believes that the rules gov- 
erning the Chalmers trophy should not 
be altered to exclude previous win- 
ners. While Moreland is not a mem- 
ber of the trophy commission, his na- 
tion-wide reputation as a compftier of 
baseball averages makes his opinion 
valuable. 

In a recent talk with Chairman Ren 
Mulford, Moreland said: 

“Of course the matter of changing 
the rules governing the Chalmers tro- 
phy award must be left to the com- 
missioners. But, for myself, I cannot 
any advantages in making any 
changes in last years rules. One 
might as well say that a player who 
led his league in batting one year 
should not be given credit the follow- 
ing year for doing the same thing, as 
to say that Cobb or Schulte should not 
be given credit two consecutive years 
for being the best players in their 
respective leagues, in case they should 
legitimately win that honor a second 


time.

A TRUE CIRCUS STORY 
N 1892 «Forepaugh’s circus was traveling 
through Alabama, and stopped at Tecumseh 


over Sunday to feed the animals and rest.

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A HOME-MADE TOY 
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AKE a box like Fig. 1, leaving 
off the top and back boards 
until the works are placed 
within it. The little bars which 
separate the chickens are thin 
strips of wood. In Fig. 2, a 
represents one of the chickens, 

which is also made of thin wood and painted yellow; 
a hole is made at b, to allow the passage ot a strong 
stiff wire, upon which the chickens turn, and by 
which they are also kept in place. At the end; c, of 
each, a strong piece of linen thread is tied through 
a small hole bored for the purpose, and each line is 
caught to a separate nail, driven in the bottom of the 
box, just below the chicken, in such a manner that 
when it is drawn tightiy 
in place it will just touch 
the roller, d. Fig. 1 
shows just where each 
chicken is placed and 
how far their heads pro- 
trude through the bars. 
The ends of the wire, b, 
which hold them in 
place, can be_ fastened 
on one side by simply 
pushing one end into a 
hole bored partly 
through the wood to re- 
ceive it; the other 
should be slipped into a 
groove made for it, and fastened in place by a wedge 
nailed just above it when in position. Fig. 3 shows 
the roller in full, and the little blocks or cams which 
are placed along its surface. These little cams are 
made of wood, not more than three-eighths vf an 
inch thick, and are placed at such distances from 
each other along the roller that the middle point of 
each shall come opposite one of the threads. 
Between these blocks, but so situated that they 
will not come in contact with any one of the threads, 
are little quills, driven 
into tiny gashes made 
in the roller. These 
quills are af& inch long.

same length. One end [| it 
of the roller is fitted 
with a crank, while the ‘ 
other is fastened in 
place by a wooden pin 
or long nail. Lelow this, at either .nd of the bo... is 
a curved bridge, e, into which grooves are cut and 
slender brass wires drawn very tightly, as seen in a 
violin. The curve made by 1@ wires, however, is 
unlike that in the above-named instrument, being 
concave instead of convex. Now it will be seen that 
by placing the roller in such a position that the 
quills will’ strike the wires with some force as the 
wheel revolves, a constant tinkling sound like that 
of a toy piano is the result; and at the same time, 
as the little blocks come in contact with the springs, 
they push the thread backward, and in so doing 
lower the point, c, and consequently raise the head 
of the chicken. The top of the extension in front 
of the bars is made of thin board and painted green, 
while a slight sprinkling of yellow over its surface 
represents the meal the chickens are supposed to be 
eating. The remainder of the box may be painted 
to suit the fancy of the maker, |

; While the manner in Which the $400 
rexpended by the family of the average 
‘American tofler is distributed varies 
tgreatly in different parts of the coun- 
stry, it is possible to give reasonably 
accurate estimates of some of the chief 
“tems contributing to the total. ° 
| It is a familiar fact, for example, 
t Americans are the greatest meat- 


eaters of the world. In a great num- 
ber of American famliles meat forms 
some part of every meal, and in even 
the poorest homes it appears on the 
table for dinner at least, whereas a 
family of the same relative social 
stratum in many European countries 
would not expect to eat meat oftener 
than once a week. In the course of a 
year the average American family con- 
sumes an amount of beef representing 
the equivalent of a yearling steer ane 
the pork product of an average sized 
pig, besides smaller quantities of 
poultry and mutton. In very few fam- 
lilies probably does the amount ef the 
annual meat bill fall below $150. In 
addition it takes the output of one 
milch cow to supply each family with 
its milk, butter and cheese. The ex- 
pense of this feature of the American 
diet amounts to about $55 a year for 
the average family, an investment in 
dairy cattle of nearly a Dillion dollars 
being’ required to supply this demand. 
With the western range fast disap- 
pearing and the consumption of all 
these products increasing at rapid 
rate with the grawth of city popula- 
tion, [tis small wonder that the prices 
of all meats have gone soaring, and 
that we export only about a third as 
much of these products as we did five 
years ago. 

If each family in the United States 
were able to keep a flock of a dozen 
chickens these would just abour sup- 
ply the average demand for poultry 
and eggs. Of the latter the average 
consumption is a little more than two 
a day for each household. Many of 
these are used in the manufacture of 
various food products and do not figure 
directly in the marketing  Dilis in 
which these items probably amount to 
ten to twelve dollars a year. 

The Bread Consumption. 

Since bread is the staff of life, and 
bread to the American means wheat 
almost exclusively. it is perhaps not 
surprising that we consumed approxi- 
mately 567,000,000 bushels of wheat 
last year, according to official est!- 
mates. This means that seven barrels 
of flour were used by the average 
American family. Purchased in this 
form and prepared for consumption in 
the home in accordance with the cus- 
tom that prevaileq a generation ago, 
this would have meant an expenditure 
per family of slightly over $50. In less 
than half the homes of the country is 
bread baked at the present day. how- 
ever, and the custom of patronizing 
the corner bakery inevitably -increages 
the expenditure on this account to a 
considerable extent. 

Next to meat, bread, milk, butter 
and eggs it is probable that sugar and 
coffee are articles of more nearly 
universal consumption in the United 
States than any others. 

Coffee is one of the few food prod- 
ucts of which the entire supply must

Sugar is 
almost the only article Of general 
household also that has not been 
subject to a marked advance tin price 
within the past few years. Expendi- 
tures of the average family on this 
score amount to about $12 a year, or 
just about the amount that is spent 
for coffee and tea. In view of the 
food value of sugar as a supplier of 
energy, this a very moderate ex- 
penditure. 

It doubtless will surprise most per- 
sons to learn that the United States 
now produces about half of all the 
sugar consumed in the country. The 
sugar beet farmers of the country 
provide over a billion pounds of sugar 
a year; the cane sugar growers of 
Louisiana and Texas furnish about 
700,000,000 pounds additional; Hawali, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines send 
1,800,000,000 pounds. The remaining 
half, or #3,700,000,000 pounds, comes 
almost entirely from Cuba. From the 
economist’s viewpoint sugar is of pe- 
cullar interest as the only commodity 
now purchased in vast quantities from 
foreign producers which the United 
States can grow from its own soll. It 
is claimed that if the domestic sugar 
industry continues to receive the en- 
couragement of the government as it 
has in the past through a customs 
duty on the imported product, this re- 
sult will be accomplished within an- 
other two decades and that this ts 
about the only hope of. keeping the 
balance of trade in foodstuffs favor- 
able to the United States. If the’$100,- 
000,000 or more now sent abroag to 
pay for sugar were disbursed through 
domestic trade channels the country’s 
trade balance on the exchange of food 
commodities would be $132,000,000, or 
nearly five times as great as it now is. 
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The Sugar Supply. 


The desirability of having Uncle 
Sam produce his own sugar has been 
widely discussed as a result of the 
proposal brought before congress re- 
cently for the admission of foreign 
sugar free of duty. Advocates of this 
proposal asserted that it would be 
better to abandon the domestic sugar 
iridustry and to purchase the entire 
supply abroad, tlaiming that this 
woulg result in a lowering of the re- 
tail price of the commodity and a 
saving estimated at something like a 
cent and a half per pound, or 60 to 70 
cents a year for each person, Op- 
ponents of the plan asserted that even 
i¢ such a saving could be effected it 
was of negligible importance com- 
pared to the disbursement of $45,000,- 
000 a year to the farmers and work- 
ing men of the. country through the 
domestic industry with a prospect of 
ultimately increasing this to $250,000,- 
000 a year. Representatives of the de-

Waycross, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)— 
That the extension of the state road 
from Atlanta to the sea will be one of 
the first questions brought up in the 
Georgia senate, in the event he is suc- 
cessful in* his campaign in the fifth 
district, is seen from the platform of 
Judge J. L. Sweat, of Waycross. For 
years Judge Sweat has advocated the 
state road extension, and has carefully 
investigated the proposition with the 
view of getting favorable legislation 
on same in the legislature, 

One strong contention made by 
Judge Sweat in his argument for ex- 
tending the road and making it pro- 
duce sufficient revenue, by rental, to 
furnish Georgia a handsome income 
annually, is that the previous report 
rendered by a commission was not 
based on the estimated cost of extend- 
ing the state road, but by what an- 
other railroad had cost. This  rgad, 
states he, was built through a moun- 
tainous country, crossing numerous 
streams, whereas the proposed exten- 
sion of the state road would follow 
what is known as the ridge route in 
the state, and not cross rivers. His 
estimate is $20,000 a mile for construc- 
tion and equipment of the road, and he 
proposes to get legislation through 
the legislature that will bring the 
road through Waycross. 

Quite a number of counties interest- 
ed in the state road extension have do- 
nated the rights of way, and other as- 
‘sistance may be forthcoming. The in- 
(dications are that the subject is far 
from dead, and in his fight Judge 
Sweat has promises of support from 
many who are in a position to do the 
cause much good.

New York, June 22.—(Special.)—Left largely to 
ites own devices, the cotton seed oil market settled 
to a slightly lower basie during the past week, 
although trading continued comparatively 
with an entire lack of aggressiveness by either 
buyers or sellers. Traders in general pureved a 
waiting policy, and there were frequent intervais 
of extreme dulin@éses, which gave the market a 
very tame appearance. The publicaton of The 
Pinancial Chronicle’s cotton acreage re , show- 
ing 37,877,276 acres planted, against ,581,022 
acres last year, was the eigna! for scattered se!!- 
ing in oll, but the movement was promptly 
checked by an advance in the western lard mar- 
ket. Receipts from primary points were exceed- 
ingly light and while buyers lowered bids on spot 
oll there was none obdta'nable under the 7c basis. 

No significance was attached to the movement 
of prices, and it is conceded in most Quarters 
that the market ie behaving very wel! under the 
political excitement, labor disturbances and the 
uncertainty surrounding the industria! outlook. 
These unsettling influences have been reflectel, 
to a greater or les degree. inevery speculative 
commodity, bug there are many who believe that 
cotton oil has discounted about every unfavorable 
feature. The anxiety formerly noted in July is 
gradually diminishing and .it is claimed that al! 
the timid holderg have liquidated their accounta. 
In well-informed circles, it was stated that July 
at present is mostly held by a large refining inter- 
est, whieh is fully able to take care of its stocks. 
The general impression is that tenders against 
July contracts will not be heavy and any Jiqu'da- 
tion which may ensure from the delivery of real 
Oil will have little effect on prices. 

Much of the bearish feeling which charactrized 
the market earlier in the month has been dis- 
s'pated. A prominent interest, who was supposed 
to be heavily.jong of the July shipment and who 
the bearish contingent were evidently ‘‘gunning’’ 
for. was found out to have less than 4500 barrels of 
long July oil on hie books. This had a tendency 
to discourage bearish manipulation and July 
dieplayed considerable resisting power at the 
close. The most important developments favor- 
able to the bearish contingent have been the 
continuance of encouraging cotton repor'e from 
the gouth. These advices stated that the steple 
was doing well in most every section and that 
the growth was only a little behind that of last 
year.

Stale School Fund Used as 
a “Kiting” Account 


The Legislature Must Be Care- 
ful of Expenditures at Com- 
ing Session, or the State 
Treasury Will Be Put in Still 
Deeper Hole. 


--- oo — 


If the Georgia legislature spends 
any more money this summer the ef- 
fect of it, according to all accounts, 
will. be to put the state treasury in a 
still deeper hole than that which the 
aforesaid general assembly has al- 
ready dug for it. 

Georgia's finances, meaning the 
State’s income and expense account, 
are not in as good shape as they 
should be, and have not been in some 
years, 

The last four or five legislatures 
have appropriated money in excess of 
the state's income, and the result is 
this deficit has been accumulating 
from year to year, until now it would 
require at least $500,000, it is said, to 
make the state’s accounts balance, not 
taking into consideration the deficit in 
the state school fund, or what amounts 
te a deficit, since the state is nearly a 
year behind in the payment of the 
teachers. 

It is not generally understood, but 
it is a fact, nevertheless, that the 
deficit in the state treasury has, as a 
matter of fact, been minimized by 
using the state school fund as a “kit- 
ing’ account In other words, the 
money in the treasury has been used 
to pay the first bills presented, with 
the result that the school payments 
have been delayed more and more every 
year, until now they have gotten down 
to a minimum. ' 

Less Money to Meet 

It is not meant to imply that anyone 

has done anything unlawful, but sim- 


Payments. 


used to meet lawful bills as they come 
in, with the result that when it comes 
to school payments there is less and 
less every year to give them until the 
taxes are finally coliected in the fall 
and winter, and the balance 
is paid in February and March, 
lt was due the year previous. 

To illustrate: It is well known that 
the state has long been behind in the 
payment of its school teachers. In 1904, 
however, 40 per cent of the state 
school fund of $2,000,000 was paid dur- 
ing the first six months of the year. 
This was doing fairly well under the 
circumstances, buc this amount has 
been constantly reduced from year to 
year. In 1905, 1906 and 1907 only 30 
per cent of the total fund was paid 
during the first six months. This 
amount kept going down, and tin 1910 
only 20 per cent was paid. In 1911 
but 13 per cent of the fund was paid 
out in the first six months, while this 
year Governor Brown has found it 
possible to pay only 10 per cent of 
the fund during the same period. 

The cause of this is said to be the 
gradual inroads which have been made 
on the state treasury by excessive ap- 
propriations, according to those who 
have investigated the situation, and 
it is said if the coming legislature 
passes any special appropriation bills 
and they are not vetoed by the gov- 
ernor, the effect will be cumulative in 
the continued decrease in the amount 
of the state school fund which can be 
paid during the first half of the year. 

May Delay WHntire Fund. 

In fact, it is said, tf there are 
appropriations of consequences 
thie summer, considering that there is 
'no prospect of material increase in the 
' state's income, it jis likely that it will 
be impossible to pay out any of the 
1913 school fund during the first six 
months of the year. 

In other words, almost the whole of 
the state school fund has now become 
a treasury deficit as a result of ex-

cessive appropriations; the remaining 
90 per cent of the 1912 fund cannot 
now be paid until taxes come in in 
the fall, and it will not be finally met 
until some time next spring. 

Thus, instead of taking steps to 
catch up with the teachers, the legis- 
leture has, through excessive appro- 
priations, been getting further and 
further behind. 

There are now pending before the 
people of the state two amendments to 
the constitution, which will be voted 
on in the October election. One of

But so far as the treasury situa- 
tion is concerned, tney do not rem- 
edy it. . 

Only Two Ways to Meet It. 

There are only two ways in which 
Ahis situation can be remedied, and 
these are either reduced appropria- 
tions or increased income, It is up to 
»the legislature to decide which. 

If the governor borrows $500,000 in 
the fall, and if the railroad corpora- 
tions pay their taxes at that time, he 
might then pay the teachers all that ig 
due them, but the treasury must meet 
this expense later on-—it is simply a 
case of borrowing from Peter to pay 
Paul. And if the legislature goes on 
upprépriating in excess of income it is 
said even this palliative measure 
might be wiped out and the point 
reached where it wouki not even be of 
temporary assistance. 

As matters now stand, it is very 
likely there will not be money enough 
in the state treasury this summer to 
meet the expenses of the legislative 
session; the governor will probably 
have to exercise his borrowing power 
‘to get enough to pay the legislators. 
This situation has come up before. 

Governor Brown has not yet ex- 
pressed himself on the subject, but ts 
expected to deal with it in’ his forth- 
coming message. 


If the legislature itself does not 


come to a realization of the situation 
this summer, the only remedy is the 
@xecutive veto. To what extent that 
may be exercised can now be only a 
matter of conjecture, but— 

It may be well to repeat the care- 
fully formulated opinion of those who 
have studied the situation, that if the 
coming session makes any special ap- 
propriations this summer the efféct 
will be only to increase the embarrass-

William Bayard Hale, who ac- 
companied Secretary Knox's party to 
Central America, says that the only 
cold reception the envoy received was 
at Havana.

Mr. Belasco’s New School. 

Mr. David Belasco is putting 
through an _ interesting experiment 
which ought to result in a higher 
level of art for the American stage. 
He describes his plan in The July 
World's Work. 

“I believe the actor should be edu- 
cated for hig profession just as care- 
fully and just as thoroughly ag the 
young law student is prepared for the 
legal profession. With that idea in 
mind I have decided to try to start 
some ambitious young persons along 
the right road. I1 shall establish a 
class with the very best of teachers— 
two classes in fact, one for men and 
another for women—paying all ex- 
penses, and giving my own time and 
thought. Il expect that the cost. to 
me for the first two years will be 
from $40,000 to $45,000. 

“If I find a youth of promise who 
must support himself while he 1s 
studying, help will be given to him, 
If I find another of equal promise 
who ig under obligation to add his 
mite to tne Saturday envelope from 
which the family draws its support, 
employment will be made for him. I 
a> not intend to lose a promising 
pupil because of his poverty. 

“If I find in the clase a son of 
wealth, all that wil] be promised him 
will be that his money shal] not work 
him an injury. He will have to per- 
mit me to defray the cost of his edu- 
cation, and he will have to work just 
ag hard and submit himself to the 
game discipline as the boy at his side 
who may not have a penny. One re- 
quirement I shall make; each student 
must pledge himself not to enter a 
theatrical club for three years.”

THIS WEEK AT BALTIMORE. 

With victory almost foreordained, and under conditions the fa- 
vorable nature of which has not been duplicated since the civil war, 
the democracy meets Tuesday at Baltimore to nominate a presi- 
dential ticket and formulate a platform upon which the party 
shall go before the country. . 

It appears likely at this writing that the stormy scenes enacted 
last week in Chicago will not be remotely approached in the Mary- 
land metropolis. 

Divergencies of preference and here and there dissension will 
inevitably make their appearance. Where so many candidates are 
in the field and where opposing economic ideas are rather plentiful, 
it is natural to anticipate a degree of division and pulling at cross- 
purposes. — 

But the situation, in that respect, at Baltimore differs from the 
one at Chicago in that the former convention will lack the elements 
of irreconcilability attaching to the latter. 

Once the democrats have threshed out their clashing issues and 
named a presidential and vice presidential.candidate, harmony will 
settle down upon the organization and it will go the length of the 
campaign presenting a solid front to the enemy. 4 

Unavoidably, there will be personal and political disappoint- 
ments. They will not be so keen or bitter ag to jeopardize the 
prospects for party triumph next fall. 

The tomahawk will be a missing quality within the democratic 
ranks. 

The fact is attributable to the splendid cohesiveness and dis- 
cipline built up by the matchless house and general party leader- 
ship during the past two years. 

The democracy seems, indeed, to have fallen heir to those iden- 
tical principles of solidarity and individual forbearance that enabled 
republicanism so long to dominate the American government. 

The south is, especially, in a happy and an unprecedented po- 
sition of advantage as concerns winning the full national rights 
held virtually in abeyance since Appomattox. 

This does not mean the south will enforce those rights to the 
detriment of the party welfare. It does mean the representatives 
of this section will no longer be cowed by dead superstitions—all 
essential considerations being equal. 

For this and other reasons, the convention in Baltimore this 
week promises to open a new epoch before democracy. Remem- 
bering that the party has never won save with a well-poised can- 
didate and a wholesome platform, its course during the next few 
history-making .days should be a tolerably clear one, and its prog- 
ress toward the white house unimpeded by that dissension that 


once was synonymous ot t the party founded by Jefferson.

Tolstoi’s “War and Peace” is a classic. '

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"WOMEN AS ‘MASTER-BUILDERS. 


Coincidental with the renewed fight in Georgia.to admit wom- 
en to the bar in this state, comes the announcement from New 
York that the Master Builders’ Association of that city has déter- 
mined on the founding of an institute which shall teach women all 
branches of the craft, including even the highest rank of master- 
builder. An advantage claimed for the innovation is that the pro- 
fession of building will take them into the open air and, therefore, be 
conducive to a healthy mode of life. 

There is no sound reason why women should not aspire to the 
vocation of contracting, .and that of master-building, which is the 
pinnacle of contracting. This does not mean, necessarily, that the 


drudgery of the callifig, such as the handling of bricks and mortar, | 


Shall be done by feminine hands. Male labor in plenty can be 
obtained for that purpose. But since women are already recognized 
and widely accepted as architects, there is no cause why they should 
not enter upon the practical phase involved in the work of construc- 
tion proper. 

The instance from New York simply illustrates the, manner in 
which all fields are being increasingly opened to the other sex. It 
would, naturally, be assumed 1f women should be excluded from any 
occupation, it would be that of master-builder, which entails contact 
with all sorts and conditions of men and the handling of abstruse 
problems as remote from office routine as it is possible to imagine. 
Fair analysis, however, demonstrates that the same mental and 
moral qualities which women bring to bear, successfuliy, i in the myr- 
iad occupations they now follow will be of efficacy in that calling 
which revolves around the carrying out of plans as laid down by 
the architect and the designer. 


The action of the New York Master Builders’ Association is an 
additional argument, if any were needed, for a favorable vote on 
part of the coming session of the general assembly upon the prop- 
osition looking to the admission of women to the bar in Georgia. 
Even Russia—darkest Russia—has just enacted a law giving women 
the right to practice in the courts of that country upon a plane of 
equality with men. If Russia, which we view as reactionary, can 
see the twentieth century light to that extent, certainly it is incum- 
bent upon alleged enlightened Georgia to place herself no less intel- 
ligently on record. 

There should not be a dissenting vote upon the measure when 
it is put upon its passage within a few weeks.

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OLEO AND THE COST OF LIVING. 


[It is reliably reported that there will be no decisive action at the 
current session of congress on the resolution to repeal the prohibit- 
ive tax on colored oleomargarine—the “poor man’s butter.” This 
despite the fact that the house committee on agriculture had been 
understood as being favorably disposed to the lifting of the embargo. 

lt is unfortunate that the second clash over this matter’ should 
have come during a presidential year. 

Had it been possible to present the case, on its merits, to the 
people of America, there would have been small doubt as to the 
outcome. 

At present, the law imposes a tax of ten cents per pound on 
oleomargarine, if colored—and a very nominal tax, if uncolored. In 
both cases, it is required that the product be branded for what it is. 

The ten-cent impost on colored oleo is indefensible discrimina- 


tion. 
purest dairy product, whereas oleomargarine, which may be every 
whit as w holesome an article of diet, is at every turn not only forced 
to “show cause,” but as well to stand a tax that places it at an un- 
tair handicap. 

No one wants to foist oleo on an unsuspecting public. 

There is no danger that such a development will occur. For 
the packages are invariably branded, and government inspectors at 
the factory see that the ingredients are pure and as represented by 
law and label. 

When it is considered that one of the foremost constituents of 
oleomargarine is cotton seed oil, one of the most wholesome of food 
products, and a substance that yields large revenue to the south, 
the action of congress grows yet more inexplicable. 

Whatever the result of the impending presidential election, it 


is to be hoped that congress next winter will repeal this unjustified | 


tax. 

Complaining in the Congressional Record about the cost of 
living, and then neglecting to lighten it at a strategic point, is an 
inconsistency, to put it mildly. And the people of this country are 
not likely to tolerate it, once it is forcefully brought to their atten- 
tion. 
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THE SLAP VERSUS THE GUN. 


In the city court of Effingham county, recently, a prominent 
business man pleaded guilty to slapping the face of a boy who had, 
without provocation, used profane language toward him. Declaring 
that the defendant had been justified, the court felt impelled, by 
reason of a plea of guilty, to enter a nominal fine, incidentally re- 
marking that the case was similar to that made notable by “Ty” 
Cobb. 

Irrespective of the merits of the specific case at issue, it would 
be well if the open hand, or even the closed fist, could be substituted 
for the gun ,in those physical encounters which seem still an in- 
separable feature of some phases of our civilization. 

It is better, in all instances, to avoid the violent encounter, 
where that is possible without derogation to manhood. But where 
the belligerent feels he must resort to personal meastirgs, the old- 
fashioned fisticuff should take right-of-way over gunplay or the 
equally deadly work of the knife or dagger. 

A discolored eye or broken head may result, but there is no 
murder to answer for, no home destroyed and no blot on the state's 
reputation that will not be effaced by a few weeks of time, 

If our constitutional quibblers made, and our courts enforced, 
laws that discouraged the gum-toter, we should see more of the 
“Marquis of Queensbury” settlement of personal difficulties and 
fewer of those that end in the cemetery.

feeds and clothes his canal employees. 
When the old patriarch undertook this 
big job at Panama he found the stores 
here very She native merchants 
did not understand the wants of the 
Americans, and they tried to sell us 
poor stuff at high prices. It was ab- 
solutely necessary in the management 
of the ecanal to have the men well fed 
and Well cared for, and so Uncle Sam 
became merchant, and he has estab- 
lished here one of the biggest depart- 
ment stores of the world. He does 
not insist that any one buy of him, but 
his prices are so low and his goods 
are so good that no one thinks of 
purchasing anywhere else. 

The business began at the start of 
our work on the canal, and it has now 
grown until it amounts to almost $6,- 
000,000 per year. The number of con- 
sumers is now about 100,000, and this 
includes the families of both the -sil- 
ver and gold employees upon the 
canal and the railroad. All are prac- 
dependent upon the govern- 
ment for thé@ir food and clothing, 
which Uncle Sam sells almost at cost.

|The government brings fresh bread to 


their front doors every morning. It 
puts away the iee in their refrigera- 
tors, and even supplies them with their 
fuel, which it stores away under the 
porch. 

Uncle Sam's Big Mercantile Business. 

Before I take you through the im- 
and other govern- 
ment plants of this mercantile estab- 
lishment here at Cristobal, let me give 
a few items as to the extent of 
business. The sales last year em- 
than 4,000,000 pounds of 
fresh beef, and a quarter of a million 
pounds of mutton and lamb. The 
chickens handled in Uncle Sam's 
grocery store numbered 400,900, and 
the turkeys and ducks one-fourth as 
many. He sold a half million pounds 
of bacon, 9,000,000 eggs, and, alto- 
gether, over 38,000 tons of food sup- 
plies of one kind or other. Some ‘of 
the groceries ran into the millions of 
pounds. This was so of the flour, 
which weighed 6,000,000 pounds; of 
the rice, which weighed 2,000,000, and 
of evaporated and condensed milk, 
which footed up a gross of 3,000,000 
pounds. 

Uncle Sam sold last year a million 
pounds of peas and beans, 700,000 cans 
of tomatoes, 200,000 of fish and 58,000 
cans of pork and beans. His sales of 
potatoes aggregated 7,000,000 pounds, 
and of onions more than a million. He 
sold 226,000 dozen oranges, 56,000 can- 
taloupes, 120,000 grapefruit and about 
19,000 watermelons. 

A little further on I will take you 
through his bakery here at Cristobal, 
where last yvear he’ made over 5,000,000 
loaves of bread, sending out from 20,- 
900 to 25,006 every day. We sha'l visit 
his laundry where three and one-half 
million pieces of clothing were wash- 
eq last year, and go into plants where 
300.090 pounds of coffee were roasted, 
$200,000 worth of ice made andq from 
where more than 100,00u gallons of ice 
cream were shipped out to cana] em- 
ployees. 

Indeed, our patriarchal uncle has tn- 
stitutions here big enough to supply 
almost every want of the Americans 
and foreigners who are employed upor 
the canal, and notwithstanding the fact 
that we are 2,000 miles from the basis 
of supplies, he is satisfying these wants 
at prices as low as at home, and in 
some cases lower. Moreover, his busi- 
ness is not only self-supporting, but-it 
pays a smali profit. It is, in fact, one 
of the big little wonders of our great 
work at Panama. 

How Uncle Sam Buys His Supplies. 

This great department store is under 
the commissary of the cana!. Its head 
is Colone] Eugene T. Wilson, the chief 
subsistence officer, and its business is 
as carefully done as that of any great 
factory or trust. The purcnaseés are in 
bulk and the prices are cut to the 
minimum. Competitive bids are got- 
ten as to everything and the govern- 
ment buys where it can the best and 
the cheapest.

What we have seen so far might be 
called Uncle

merchandise is done largely in retail 
stores, and for this purpose the gov-

anything can be exactly paid for. The 
business is done after a rigid account-, 
ing system. Cash registers are em-, 
ployed and the salesman makas out a 
sales slip for each purchase.

The large oak tree that has stood] 
through successive generations, mark-' 
ing the historic spot, fell only a few | 
vears ago. It bore testimony to the} 
existence of this Indian village. It 
had witnessed its councils, it had shel-| 
tered the Indian chief, Howard, who 
Was a€an uncle of General McIntosh, and! 
his son “Young Prince.” Jeneath its) 
shade rested Andrew Jackson with his! 
starving army in 1818, It had also’ 
witnessed the heartless massacre of' 
members of this peaceful tribe and! 
whispered a requiem over their lifeless! 
bodies. It was under this oak that the! 
first court of Lee county was held. 
Around the place of the oak it now a| 
circle of oak trees of a younger growth, 
showing conclusively that they grew 
from the acorns of this parent tree. 

The traditions marked by this tree 
have been now transcribed for-all time 
and engraved upon the memorial stone 
standing upon the place where once 
stood this witness-bearing oak tree. 
The Council of Safety chapter, in this 
memorial, turns again an almost for- 
gotten page in the history of our state 
and country. It condemns the acts of 
cruelty, in the name of justice, ad- 
ministered to an unoffendig tribe, liv- 
ing in peace and contentment beneath 
the folds of the country’s flag. It

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AMERICAN SHRINE IN ENGLAND 
THAI NO AMERICAN EVER VISITS 


Northampton, England, June 22.— 
Travelers from the United States, Dy 
the hundred, visit Sulgrave Manor, the 
/ ancestral] home of the Washington 
family, in . Northamptonshire, every 
vear, and our countrymen, too, have 
erected a memorial at the village. of 
Ecton, in the same county, to the for- 
bears of Benjamin Franklin, who lived 
there, but yet another, and not 
important “american shrine in 
shire of spires and squlres, 45 it 
called, appears to be, if not unknown 
to, at jeast unvisited by folk from “the 
other side.” 
|” This is a cottage in the little town 
of Flore, near Northampton, which was 
the home of Thomas Adams, grand- 
father of John Adams, first vice 
president and second president of the 
United States. Turned, later, into @ 
Quaker meeting house by the progen- 
{tor of the famous American Sstates- 
man, who flourished in the seventeenth 
century, the cottage, which is a thatch- 
led one of two stories with yellow plas- 
ltered walls interlaced with wooden 
beanrs, is now -occupied by a widow 
(named Quinn. It stands in the old 
'Kine’s Lane, at Flore, so called be- 
cause Charles I. held a bivouac there 
after the battle of Naseby.

house has stood practically ag it is now 
j since the early decades of 1600. The 
window panes consist of small squares 
of the primitive “bottle” variety and 
are said to have remained unchanged 
and unbroken since. their first inser- 
tion at a time when glass windows 
were still a curiosity. 

Flore reckong its rustic inhabitants 
at a few hundred souls and iocal his- 
torians or antiquarians are consequente 
ly rare. It was rather surprising, 
nevertheless, to find that the posses- 
sion of this historic shrine was prac- 
tically unknown to the natives who, 
for the most part, “never ‘eerd tell 
o’ no such ‘ouse in they’ parts.” The 
present occupant of the place, Mrs. 
Quinn, is, however, fully conscious of 
the historic honors attaching to her 
cottage. Waving a frail hand towards 
her well-stocked garden, generously 
planted with peas, beans and potatoes 
and shadowed by currant bush and 
apple trees, she said simply, “Yes, in- 
deed This te i. Underneath these 
vegetables lies the old Quaker bury- 
ing field.” A loca] clergyman was good 
enough to supplement the old lady’s 
information with the following facts: 

In 1622, Thomas Adams, master of 
arts and fellow of Brasenose college. 
Oxford, was ejected from his living 
for holding non-conformist views. Ob- 
taining a post as chaplain ‘to Lady 
Clare. at Nether Hevford, near Flore, 
he founded for the residents of the 
surrounding villages, a Quaker meert- 
ing house where friends were wont to 
convene during many years. This is 
the cottage now occupied by Mrs.

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RED TAPE TANGLES SEAY

OLD storage is a term which usual- 
ly suggests to the average indi- 
vidual the depositing for future 
use of large quantities of foods or 

garments in subterranean vaults or 
lofts high up beyond the city dust. Or, 
again, the refrigeration plants and cars 
where ammonia brine is forced through 
coils of pipes and its rapid evaporation 
chills the air and freezes the condens- 
ing moisture, sometimes encrusting the 
pipes with a thick coating of ice. 

It. is not generally known that the 
room temperature is regulated accord- 
ing to what is stored. Generally 32 de- 
grees Fahrenheit is the maximum for 


meat and fish. and about 32 to 36 de- 
grees for fruit and vegetables. Then, 
too, some kinds of fruits are better 
adapted to storing in cold temperatures 
than others. Winter apples and pears 
can be kept in good condition for long 
periods in cold storage, and a large part 
of the late app'e and pear crops of the 
United States is now held in cold stor- 
@ge annually to insure a supply of these 
fruits in good condition throughout the 
winter and spring months. On the 
Other hand. berries and other small 
fruits are not stored to nearly so great 
an extent on account of their highly 
perishable nature. Winter apples and 
pears are usualy too hard and immature 
when stored to be fit for immediate 
consumption. Cold storage imsures the 
safe keeping of these fruits for long 
periods, and under proper management 
brings out their finest flavor and quality. 
The fruits ripen slowly in the low tem- 
perature of the storage house, the 
acids diminish, the starch changes to 
sugar, if the transformation is not al- 
ready completed when the fruit is stored, 
and the fine flavor and aroma of the 
fruit are developed, In the storage of 


small fruits the conditions and purposes 
are different The strawberry, for ex- 
ample, is usually developed to the high- 
est state of perfection when picked; the 
quality is not improved by further 
ripening and the fruit needs to be con- 
SBumed quickly. An overstocked market 
sometimes results in the cold storing of 
considerable quantities of small fruits, 
when there is a reasonable prospect for 
a stronger demand and better prices 
within two or three days. 

Strawberries and raspberries have 
been kept, packed away in close paper 
cartons lined with airtight paraffined 
cardboard. These were preserved in 
good condition and tainted less by stor- 
age odors than those stored in open 
packages. 

The up-to-date refrigerator is the 
means we have to preserve food sup- 
plies in cold storage in the home. It 
is, indeed, a necessity from the stand- 
point of health, for, as bacteriology has 
taught us, germs that thrive and re- 
produce by millions at room tempera- 
ture are rendered inactive in a low 
temperature; also from the sandpoint 
of economy, for foods that would other- 
wise wither and decay, due to the action 
of these same bacteria, may by re- 
frigeration be preserved in a. well-kept 
and sanitary box without danger or loss. 

In a ‘well-kept box.’’ Just there Hes a 
world of trouble. Dr. Wiley, former head 
of the United States bureau of chemis- 
try, has said: ‘The average icebox is a 
charnal house of death, wich not only 
breeds disease but spreads it." And a 
certain food inspector states that about 
10 per cent of the milk samples sent to 
the laboratory for inspection had been 
contaminated after the milk has reached 
the consumer’s hands. What a dread- 
ful accusation and al] that it means to 
every housekeeper! Cases of ptomaine 
poisoning have become very common, 
and in many cases may be traced to 


and milk spilt and left. 


the storing of foods in unclean refrig- 
erators, sometimes in the market, or, 
as in the case af milk, in the home. 
Ptomaines are the polsonous com- 
pounds formed by the putrefactive bac- 
teria in foods, so called because they 
are injurious to the human body. It is 
comforting, however, to know that, un- 
less disguised by some preservative, 
foods tainted in this way may generally 
be detected. Cases of diphtheria have 
been traced directly to a good icebox 
ill-kept, unwashed, where the drain 
pipe was stopped with lettuce leaves 
The ice com- 
partment also showed signs of ill usage, 
and lack of care and cleanliness were 
apparent throughout. The mother 
in this particular family was a club- 
woman and an earnest settlement 
worker, who left the c&re of her house 
entirely to servants, who could not, if 
they would, give the intelligent care so 
necessary in the. managing of %& house. 

The refrigerator should be placed 
where there is Hght and some circu- 
lation of air. If possible have it ‘‘built 
fn,"’ preferably in a storeroom or pantry. 
Where it can be arranged, it [s well to 
have the box iced from the outside or 
hallway, and where possible connected 
with a separate drain. In no case 
should the connection be with the sewer 
or waste pipe or discharged upon the 
ground. A good plan jis to connect with 
an open-air, water-supplied sink. All 
pipes should be flushed weekly with & 
strong solution of soda, chioride of iime 
Or ammonia. Where the drip pan is 
used, this should be emptied, scalded 
and dried daily. The refrigerator itself 
should be emptied at least once weekly 
and the interior scrivbbed and scalded, 
rinsed with cold water, then dried and 
aired, and if movable sunned before 
refilling. 

The ice should always he washed be- 
fore placing in the box, and if dust or 
sediment has settled in it, thig portion 
chopped away. When filling the box 
use large pleces of ice and pack well 
in the ice chamber, as space around 
the Ice is wasteful. Close the ice cham- 
ber door quickly and open the lower 
doors. Thus the descending cold air 
will soon force out the warm alr in the 
compartments, ami the doors should 
then be closed. Never wrap the ice in 
paper nor pieces of blanket, This, it 
is true, may conserve the ice, but it 
also raises the temperature of the food 
compartments several] Gegrees. Remem- 
ber, too, that ice must melt to furnish 
cold—why salt {s put on tce tn freezing 
cream. A temperature of about 4 de- 
grees wil] prevent the growth of bac- 
teria. 

A cheap refrigerator is poor economy. 
The amount saved at the outset is often 
dGoubly*® spent in doctors’ and ice bilis, 
repairs and hard work. Yet a cheap 
box well kept, with careful and sys- 
tematic food arrangement, is by far 
siperior to an expensive good model 
badly k A refrigerator is either a 
means of great saving or a source of 
great waste and il] health. The twen- 
tieth century refrigerator manulac- 
turers seem to have combdned science 
and ingenuity, and to have produced an 
articie high in sanitary, economic and, 
in some cases, artistic value. Indeed, 
one firm seems to vie with another in 
the offering of good comstruction, sani- 
tation, circulation and  insulation—in 
short, a perfect icebox within the reach 
of all. 

Construction of the Refrigerator 


The cases should be made of kilin- 
dried wood, bullt sulidly and strongly, 
so that there wiil be no warping. 
shrinktnmg nor  water-soaking. Cases 
made without panels are of great ad- 
varrtage, as these require extra care to 
guard against dust and moisture and 
furnish paseages to admit air. The 
boards on top and throughout should be 
s0 closely umited that ft would be dif- 
ficult to find the joinings. No cracks 
should be visible, Rounded corners and

Circulation 


Sanitary refrigerators require a force- 
ful and continuous circulation of pure 


dry air, which wil! carry off odorg and 
motsture. Cliroulation i# neceswary to 
keep foads pure, to keep foods longer, 
to keep moisture from eettiing within 
the refrigerator walls, to carry away 
odors, to consume latent heat, to pre- 
vent impurities from contaminating 


other foods. 
Insulation 

Fconomy of operation is one of the 
firet requirements of a perfect re- 
frigerator and demandg gerfect insule- 
tion and nonconducting properties. 
Sometimes there are ten to fourteen dis- 
tinct ‘walls and air spaces separating the 
contents from the outeide air. These 
consist for the most part of nonconduct- 
ing materials, substances that will re- 
tard the passage of heat. Polar Yelt, 
mineral wool, air spaces ani water- 
proof paper are the most generally used. 


Linings 

Enamel, porcelain, zinc and glass are 
frequently used .as linings. The one- 
piece linings are indeed a delight. What 
housewife can look unmoved at one of 
these modern refrigerators, glistening 
white inside, and sometimes outside, 
too, with not a single crack in which 
@ germ or particle of dust may lurk! 
They are as thoroughly and ‘easily 
cleanable as a china bowl. 


The Ice Chamber 
It is generally made of galvanized 
sheet metal, and Its construction is one 
of the most important points concern- 
ing @ sanitary refrigerator. A!! parts 
should be of metai—never wooden ice 
racks—and easily removable.

those made of woven, nonrustable wire. 

Popular because of their light and 

cleanable qualities and because they al- 

low free passage of air and therefore 
do not hinder perfect circulation, 


Drain Pipe 
also shouMmM  ~»be 
ared there are several 
patents covering certain remarkable 
ones. One is constructed with a trap, 
which will drain the provision chamber 
of anything spilt in it. Another is so 
constructed that no air can enter the 
refrigerator through the drip pipe, as 
the trap or cap over it is always in 
water, It is no longer necessary to 
reach underneath the*® refrigerator to 
clean these drain pipes, since they are 
accessible from the inside. The follow- 
ing are types of some which are éxam- 
ples of the highest achievements of 
science and economy along these lines. 
A small portable refrigerator is a great 
saving and wonderful accommodation. 
For nursery, sick room, light house- 
keeping and automobile trips it is meet- 
ing a long-felt want. They are made 
to fit a window and are convenient and 
economical” One particularly good type 
is made entirely of metal. with no wood 
in its composition to. become water- 
soaked and decay No pipes, corners, 
no crevices that are hard to keep clean. 
It is lined throughout with mineral wool 
one of the best-known nonconductors 
of heat. The outside ts treated with 
an aluminum finish, which makes a 
very durable one. The inside is ar- 
ranged with trays, which are made « 
sheet metal, and give space for sev- 
era] dishes. It is small, of light weight 
and therefore easy to move from place 
to place, well constructed—in short, a 
very practical, durable and desirable 
article for those who feel its need. It 
costs but little, and yet for some will 
do the work of a large refrigerator 

The reputation of another excellent 
refrigerator has been achieved mainly 
because of its one-plece porcelain-lined 
provision ehamber. These are made of 
real porcelain, welded fn one piece, with 
rounded corners. This porcelain does 
not scratch nor chip. 

The corners are rounded in order to 
facilitate cleaning, while the compart- 
ments are connected by an airtight 
joint cover, also rounded and easy to 
clean. There is a long collar of gal- 
vanized iron leading down from the 
ice chamber, which insures the delivery 
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of cold air direct to the provision chdm- 
bers. 

The shelf supports are fastened from 
the outside, closing the holes so that 
there is no place for germs to hide. The 
refrigerator may be fitted with a water 
cooler, porcelain inside and out and 
pening only to the outside air so that 
the water cannot absorb odors from the 
foods. It hag galvanized piping and 
nickel-plated faucet, The watér is al- 
ways cool, as the ice rests against the 
cooler. In this way the dangers from 
water in which ice has been melting are 
eliminated. 

The system of circulation consistg of 
such an arrangement of air passages, 
flues and ice rack as to expose the 
largest possible cooling surface to the alr 
in the chanrbers, causing it to condense 
and settle down on the provisions below, 
because cold air is heavier than warm 
air. The warm air is then foreed up- 
ward to the top, where it is drawn into 
the ice chamber by suction through the 
flues and openings made for the purpose 
to fill the vacuum left by the descend- 
ing cool alr, thug establishing a circu- 
lation of air as long as there is ice in 
the box. The drainage of these re- 
frigerators is such that should the ice 
chamber at some future time leak there 
is a second drain pipe outside the main 
One and connected with tha top of 
the food chamber which would 
carry the waste away. These drain 
pipes are made of solid brass, which 
will not rust or corrode. The trap is 
placed inside the refrigerator and is 
easily accessible for cleaning. The 


woven wire shelves are coated with 


‘pure tin and offer no obstruction to ven- 


tilation. No wood is exposed anywhere 
inside this refrigerator. The hinges 
and locks are strong and so constructed 
as to contribute greatly to the dura- 
bility of the refrigerator. Corners are 
and joint dovetalled, 
while the doors fit tight. There are 
seven walls of insulation, besides the 
one-piece lining, which also is airtight. 
In short. a box of this kind seems to 
he a astrictlvy economic and sanitary 
twentieth century refrigerator. 

Again, we find refrigerators construct- 
of galvanized steel within 
and without. The walls are lined with 
four layers of heavy waterproof paper 
and two lavers of linofelt, with an air 
space between the two layers of steel 
The bottom. top and doors are of the 
same construction and ajl joints are 
soldered airthkght before enameling. Al! 
the doors close into rubber strips and 
are practically airtight. Bach of the four 
layers of ename! is baked separately and 
is made to last amd to be clean. The 
outside finish may be either white 
enamel or aluminum as desired, and 
either will furnish an attractive and 
very clean ,appearance. The ice cham- 

‘+r and rack are of heavy galvanized 
steel. All parts are removable and 
easily cleaned. The shelves are of thin 
woven wire or gatvanized steel; while 
the drip pipe is also of galvanized steel, 
also removable and fitted with a water 
trap at the top to prevent the escape,

of cold air. The circulation is such thar 


the air is constantly moving up to and 
over the ice. then down through tne 
food compartments. The latter are thus 
kept dry. as all] moisture condenses on 
the ice amd the temperature is held at 
an even point throughout the food 
spaces. These refrigerators are con- 
structed of materials which are lasting 
and reliable and combine beauty of 
design and finish with good workman- 
ship, while the prices have been made 
as low as the standard of quality ad- 
hered to will permit. 

Another of the highly scientific type 
has white ename! lining and a syphoa 
system. These syphons divide the pro- 
vision chamber from the ice compart- 
ment and are constructed of heavy gal- 
vanized iron. covered with a white 
vitreous enamel. The slats of the 
Syphon are so arranged as to coincide 
with the natural laws of the circulation 
of air, thus keeping the refrigerator at 
a very low temperature and insuring 
dryness. The ice chamber is of large.

the consumption of ice is comparatively 
small. The refrigerator is made of oak 
and varnished. The shelves are remov- 
able and made of meshes of galvanized 
jron wire. 

Another ‘of the syphon refrigerators 
has the partition between the ice and 
food chambers constructed of slats, 
which slope up from the food chamber 
and down toward the ice. As the alr 
around the ice becomes colder and 
heavier than that in the food chamber 


it condenses and falls to a plate which 
crowds the air through a narrow pas- 
sage between this and the refrigerator 
wall, and passes it to the lower part of 
the ice chamber, and a circulation is 
established. All odors and moisture are 
carried over the ice, where they are 
condensed and run off with the water 
from the melted ice, These refrigera- 
tors are made of kiln-dried oak, which 
removes all possibility of its warping 
and checking in the finished refrigerator. 
The hinges and locks are of durable 
solid brass. They are lined with a one- 
piece elastic ename] on heavy sheet 
steel. It will not chip, crack, peel nor 
leave a rough place for germs to breed. 
The corners are slightly rounded and 
the drain system is a particularly per- 
fect one. There is a atationary shallow 
drip pipe, easy of access, and can be 
quickly washed out when necessary. No 
air can enter the refrigerator through 
this pipe, as the cap or trap over it is 
always in water. The entire bottom 
siants toward the pipe, so that any- 
thing spilled will imenediately run off 
through the drip pipe. These refrigera- 
tors are built to order. Piangs are fur- 
nished without chargs by some firms if 
measurements of floor space and distance 
from floor to ceiling are sent. The same 
system may be applied to all kinds of 
refrigerators, from the ordinary house 
refrigerator to those for hotels, stores, 
cars, hospitals, etc. 

In omer to test a refrigerator for 
dryness, place a wet towel In the food 
compartment, After twenty-four hours 
it should be dry. Matches soaked in 
water and placed in food compartments 
should be dry enough after twenty- 


four hours to ighite. Wet salt placed 
on a shelf should te drv in same time. 
From our study of circulation it will 
be seen that where the current of cold 
air passes rapbily over the ton shelf 
on its way downward, clearly the place 
for foods which absorb odors. such as 
butter, milk and cream, should be on the 
top shelf, before the air can be contami- 
nated by stronger foods. a - 

In order to deodorize the refrigerator 
a saucer of broken charcoal may be 
placed in the refrigerator, but should be 
removed at least once weekly. If well 
reoxygenated the charcoal may again be 
used. Food should be well inspeciei be- 
fore placing in the refrigerator. Wipe 
meat and fish with a damp cloth and 
when possible wrap in oiled paper 
is, however, better to pack fish | 
pan of ice, cover with a 
leave in a cool piace. Foods should he 
kept in earthen, flat dishes whenever 
possible. Lettuce may be washej and 
examined thoroughly, then wrapped in 
cheesecloth and placed in the chest until! 
ready to use. Always cover butter, milk 
and cream. As we have seen in the 
beginning of this article, the practice 
of wrapping food in paraffine paper to 
prevent the absorption of odors cannot: 
be too highly recommended. 

Nothing edible should be placed in the 
ice compartments. In fact, its doors 
should never be opened except to admit 
the ice. 

Do not keep things too long. If the 
circulation is not perfect, they may mold 
rapidly and this is dangerous to a sani- 
tary atmosphere. 

The size of a refrigerator depends 
largely on the size of the family. A 
small one well filled with ice is better 
than a large one with the same ammount 
of ice. 

It is well to remember that, after the 
manufacturer has done his part and 
some one of the splendid twentieth-cen- 
tury models may be ours, after all the 
vital part is absolute cleanliness; that 
the most sanitary refrigerator may 
come insanitary if not properly cared 
for, while the cheapest grade will be 
serviceable if watchful care is exercised.

DRESSMAKER BY FOLLOWING 


OW THE- 


BATTING SUIT 


HERE IS A VERY SIMPLE DESIGN THAT IS EASILY MADE BY THE HOME 
INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN BY MAY MANTON 


HEN completed, this bathing suit 
is just a one-piece garment that 
is closed at the left of the front 

few buttons and buttonholes and 

be worn over the tights, that can 

sed at any department store. 

we cut it out, there will be a blouse 

and a skirt, but they are joined at the 

waist line so that the garment when com- 
pleted is in one piece, as already stated. 

If your material is twerity-seven inches 
wide, you will need six and a quarter 
yards; if thirty-six, four and a quarter 
yards, or if forty-four, three yards. For 
the trimmings, with either straight or 
scalloped edges, you will need one and a 
half yards twenty-seven inches wide with 
ten yards of braid for plain bands, or 
three-quarters of a yard twenty-seven 
inches wide for binding the scallops. 

When the material is chosen and pur- 
chased, the next step is cutting the gar- 
ment out. You must take care to put 
the back of the blouse, the front gore of 
the skirt and the collar on the fold ot the 
goods and be careful that this fold is 
made right on the thread of the material, 
because if your goods is the least bit 
crooked the suit will not hang well. Put 
the belt on the material on the crosswise 
fold, because that makes it stronger. Lay 
the long line of large perforations in the 
side and back gores of the skirt on the 
straight lengthwise thread. The sleeves 
can be cut short and trimmed or they can 
be made to the elbows, gathered and fin- 
ished with bands. 

When you have all thepieces of the pat- 
tern pinned into place, mark all round the 
edges. Then you will have just the line 
upon which to baste and-sew. Now cut 
out just as far beyond the line as neces- 
sary to make a seam for your particular 


material. 
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To trim the black silk with the white 
braid cut the collar from the silk, laying 


‘the edge on the straight fold of tha ma- 


terial, and cut bias bands of the silk six 
inches wide to go round the lower edge of 
the skirt and four inches wide for the 
sleeves. If you are going to make it with 
scallops, cut them straight crosswise, be- 
cause you cannot scallop bias edges. Cut 
two portions of the collar, one for the 
lining, as unlined silk will not be firm 
enough either for the braid or the bound 
edges. 

Now, having cut out the suit, we are 
ready for the making, and first we will 
undertake the blouse and will first con- 
sider the straight finish, Sew up the 
shoulder and under-arm seams on the line 


' you marked at the edge of the pattern. 


hen as the next step, sew the outside 
and the lining of the collar together on the 
outer edges, turn with the seams on the 
inside and sew the wide and the nar- 
row bands over the edge, as in the picture.

Arrange the collar over the blouse with 
the center backs and the notches right to- 
gether and baste it into place. Now cut 
bias strips of the material two inches wide, 
using the material of the collar or the suit 
or thin silk, as you like, and underface all 
the neck and front edges. 


We are now ready for the sleeves. For 
the short ones, cut them off on the pointed 
line of perforations near the lower edge. 
Then cut the trimming band just the shape 
of the sleeves and three inches in width. 
Close the seams of the sleeves with the 
notches together and join the ends of the 
bands. Sew the bands to the lower edges 
of the sleeves with the seams exactly meet- 
ing, meeting the seams on the right side 
and turn the band over onto the sleeve 
and sew the upper edge into place. Sew 
the braid on the silk. Now gather the 
sleeves between the double crosses and put 
them into the armholes, following the 
directions that accompany the pattern. 
Next gather the blouse at the lower edge 
between the double crosses and join to 
the belt. Cut the point on the left side of 
the belt and let it extend beyond the blouse 
at the right side. 


Then we will be ready to make the skirt, 
but in joining all the parts be sufe to study 
the directions and follow them accurately. 


Seam the side gores to the back gores 
and join the back edges. Then bind each 
edge of each seam and the front edges of 
the side gores with thin seam binding, 
because this will be neat without being 
clumsy. Press the seams open and then 
we will be ready for the trimming. Sew 
the strips together, making enough for 
the sides and back and reserving a sepa- 
rate piece for the front gore. Join these 
strips to the lower edges of the skirt and 
make the seams on the right side. Fold 
over on the skirt, baste and sew the upper 
edge into place. Then sew the braid on 
and press again before putting the portions 
of the skirt together. Turn the edges of 
the front gore under on the perforations 
and lap them onto the side gores with 
these folded edges at the perforations that 
have been marked near the front edges. 
Baste and stitch the right side all the way 
down, right through the side gore, one 
inch within the edge. Stitch the left side 
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through the side gore from the lower edge 
to ten inches from the top, but stitch 
through the front gore only above, for 
we must leave an opening. 


Phe next step will be to make the plaits 
In the beck of the skirt. Fold on the lines 
of perforations and lap these edges until 
they exactly meet at the center back, and 
we will be ready to join the skirt to the 
belt. Let the center front come exactly 
at the large perforation in the right side 
of the belt and let the point of the belt 
extend beyond the edge of the skirt. The 
left side of the blouse and belt will be left 
free from the edge of the opening to the 
front enge, and the lower edge of that 
part of the belt must be finished. 


Now, the suit is ready to slip on. Lap 
the right side over the left with the large 
perforations in the blouse exacily meeting 
and mark the points where you want but- 
tons and buttonholes. When you have 
made the buttonholes and sewed the but- 
tons into place, the work will be done. 

If you are going to trim the skirt with 
scalloped bands and scallop the collar, 
baste the outside and the lining of the 
collar together, but do not seam them. 
Then mark and cut the scallops and bind 
the two edges together. Cut ehen to fit 
the sleeves, baste over chem and finish in 
the same way. For trimming for the skirt, 
lay a piece of paper over the lower edge 
okthe skirt and cut it off in just exactly 
the shape and six inches deep. Then cut 
the silk*out, using this as a pattern and 
laying it crosswise on the material. Join 
the strips, mark and cut the scallops at 
the bow - and bind them. hen 
proc exactly as directed for the plain 
trimming. For the binding of the scal- 
lops, use bias strips of silk, cutting them 
one and one-quarter inches in wid

You 
will readily see that with twelve a 
trict federations, eaoh with its ew 
orgpniaed txecutive board, to ‘helg 
carry on the work of the state feder- 
ation, much greater efficiency may be 
attained. Each district is expected 
to assume !ts share of the burden. 

Your district is the fifth congres- 
sional district and is, therefore, the 
fifth district in the federated elub work 
of the state. The fifth district is com- 
posed of the counties of Fulton, De- 
Kalb, Campbell, Rockdale and Doug- 
las. All the federated clubs of these 
five counties constitute the district 
federation of this, the fifth district.

The Michigan state board o¢ health 
is pushing the modern metnod of lay- 
ing special emphasis on the formation 
of public opinion. It realizes that a 
general understanding of the impres- 
sion of health conservation is more 
powerful than specific law. The 
eighty-three commissioners of schools 
in the state have been formed into a 
co-operative committee for sanitary 
education. They are endeavoring to 
bring about sanitary’ environments in 
rural schools, pure supply of drinking 
water, individual drinking clups, well 
ventilated schoo] rooms ang pleasant 
grounds. The _ 1,000 Kranges in the 
state, with a membership of 70,000, 
have been enlisted In the work, ag 
have the women's clubs. The man- 
agers of railways have consented to 
co-operate, by providing sanitary 
coaches and abolishing the common 
drinking clup. The United Commer- 
clal Travelers have entered on a cam- 
paign to improve hotels, abolish the 
common roller towel and bring about 
reforms in railway stations ang in 
railway coaches. It is estimated that 
one preventable disease, tuberculosis, 
alone costs Michigan $20,000,000 a 
year.

TRUE EDUCATION 


(By Andrew 8. Draper.) 

From whatever cause it arises, the 
complaint is general and seems justi- 
fied, that we do not train children to 
do definite things, that the completion 
of courses cannot be reckoned in effi- 
clency, and that our proceedings do 
not generate the intellectual resource- 
fulness and power that they ought. It 
is a serious charge. But neither teach- 
ing to read, nor training to work, nor 
offering oyportunity, nor enforcing the 
truth, nor all of that together, com- 
prise the sum of theburden that is 
upon the American schools. The major 
part is the impafting to the pupil the 
desire to kflow, and the power to do, 
and the purpose to find the truth for 
himself and act up to it. He must know 


the world, where they have succeeded 
and when they have failed. and why. 
He must know what manner of social 
life, what Kind of business conduct, 
has succeeded, and what has fabled, 
and why. He must know that work is 
a blessing, that participation in the 
privileges which ratiora! society cre- 
ates is a privilege, that public service 
is a duty, and that government is a 
burden which all good citizens are 
bound to bear. In other words, his mo- 
tives must be aroused and brought into 
conformity with the motives which are 
the ground work of the schools. 


The first lesson of life, as Lowell 
reminds us, is to burn our own smoke: 
that is, not to inflict on outsiders our 
personal sorrows and petty morbid- 
ness, nor to keep thinking of ourselves 


as exceptional cases.—Pennsylvania 
School Journal.

---Chairman Candler 


Commenting upon and commending 
a recent address delivered by R. C. 
Congdon, manager of the Atlanta Gas 
Light Company, before the Southern 
Gas Association, Chairman C. M. Cand- 
ler, of the state railroad commission, 
after stating tn a letter that if the 
principles as set forth by Mr. Cone- 
don are carried out, the patrons of 
his company will have no cause for 
complaint, discusses in a general way 
the duties of public service corpora- 
tions to the public. 

In part Mr. Candler says: 

“It is unfortunate that so manv of- 
ficials of such corporations labor un- 
der the delusion that they are private 
individuals working for private cor- 
porations, the object of whose crea- 
tion and the end of whose existence 
is only to make money for the stock- 
holders, The real truth is that every 
service corporation ereated by the 
public, given powers and privileges 
enjoyed by no natural person, with its 
property and assets dedicated to pub- 
lic use, is a public institution, and its 
Officials and employees are publie of- 
ficers.

GASOLINE LAW 
MAY BE PASSED 


Legislation Proposed to Pro- 
tect Purchasers Against 
Adulteration.

There may be some legislation at 
the coming session of the general as- 
sembly for the benefit of the users 
of gasoline, and there are more than 
15,000 of them in Georgia, according 
to the records in the office of the 
secretary of state who issues automo- 
bile mumbers, not to speak of the 
hundreds of others who use it to 
drive stationery engines and to put 
the “clean” in the numerous | dry 
cleanings establishments springing up 
all over Georgia. 

It is estimated that considerabls 
more than 100,000 barrels of gasoline 
or some 6,000,000 gallons are used in 
Georgia every year, and of late, not- 
withstanding the advance in price, 
complaints of adulteration have been 
more frequent anc numerous. 

It has been suggested that for the 
protection o¢ the consumers of gaso- 
line a law be passed similar to thag 
relating to kerosene, under whieh it is 
required that every gallon of itllumi- 
nating oil sold in the state must be 
inspected and come up to a certain 
test before it can be sold. 

It is said a similar arrangement 
might be made as to gasoline, through 
the establishment ©f a standard test 
and inspection to see that every gal- 
lon solqg comes up to it, 

There is no question that automo- 
bilists all over Georgia would welcome 
such a law, for they could then be 
reasonably certain, no matter whére 
their purchases were made, that they 
were getting the real thing. 

In addition it would mean added 
revenue to the Btate, for at half a cent 
a gallon, for example, it would bring 
in gross something like $30,006 a year. 


The suggestion is one which will no 
doubt appeal to the legislature.

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'WAR TO FINISH

It is estimated that it wil] require 
twenty years to entirely eradicate the 
cattle tick from Georgia, but when it is 
considered that Georgia's loss due to 
Cattle tick is over five million dollars 
annually, just what this eradication 
means to the state can best be appreci- 


ated.
